'The seenery, as in every piece 
produced at this theatre, was incomparably excelleut. Miss Paton 
executed two or three indifferent songs of a melancholy character.— 
Miss Love made the best of a poor ditty that was assigned to her im- 
proving talent ; and the incidental dance, introduced th the second act, 
enlivened the piece, and was rapturously encored.
